SPECIAL MEETING CALLED TO IRON 
OUT LEGAL PROBLEMS FOR VOTING

Final decision on the controversial Notional Guard Armory 
site may be placed in the hands of the People—via the vote. 

This concession was given this week to another sell-out houso 
at the City Hall as the City Council circumvented demands of 
“pro-Armory" supporters that more serigus consideration be giv¬ 
en to a fat volume of petitions placed before the city fathers. 

The petitions, which were in effect waved aside by the coun- 
cilmen, bore the names of 1633 city residents, most of whom were 
said to be registered voters. The petitions had been circulated 
under the direction of S. M. Ullman, captain in the local unit of 
the National Guard. 

After the Council voted to receive and file the petition for “fur¬ 
ther consideration,” those who demanded that the Park property 
adjoining the Woman’s Club on Sierra Madre Boulevard be giveF 
the state lor the Armory began beating the drums for a special 
election to decide the Issue. 

Although there had been talk previously about a special elec¬ 
tion, Mayor Milton Stelnberger started it off on a serious level 
at Tuesday night’s meeting by saying: 

"If we can't moke up our minds one way or another, let 
the people vote on it." 

That was all that was needed. The movement for a 
vote then rumbled and swelled and descended upon the 
Council like a seiche. 

A1 L. Harris of 734 Falrview Avenue, after it was pointed out 
that a special election would cost the city about $800, jumped to 
his feet and declared: 

“I’ll donate $500 for the special election Immediately!” 

He meant it, too. 

But Mayor Stelnberger, on advice of counsel, regretfully said 
that “the gift couldn’t legally be accepted.” 

Prior to that, W. K. Keith of 501 W. Grandview Avenue, who 
had suggested that authenticity of the petition be canvassed, 
offered to start a fund for the canvass with $5. 

Stelnberger admitted that as long as the Council was divided 
and the National Guard officers adamant, “we’ll have to put it to 
the people.” 

City Attorney Tom Reynolds said, however, that there 
was some doubt if on initiative "of this kind," even if 
passed, would be binding on the Council. 

Ordinorily initiative measures, which ore placed on the 
ballot in cities such as Sierro Modre by a petition bear¬ 
ing signatures of 15 per cent of the town's registered vot¬ 
ers, are reserved for propositions that are strictly of "or¬ 
dinance" (statutory low) nature. 

A legal opinion on the matter was ordered for a special meet¬ 
ing of the City Council tomorrow (Friday) night. 

Councilman Henry Nuetzel, who has vociferously opposed 
granting a lease to the state for the park property, admitted that 
the Council was “very willing to go along” on a vote. He re¬ 
iterated many times during the meeting, however, that the Coun-

Gfy Council Did this 


The City Council this week fired its city engineer. Joseph 
Hurley, otad received the resignotlon of its city attorney, Thomas 
A. Reynolds. 

It left the Council with not only these jobs to fill but those 
of a councilman and o Planning Commission member. 

On motion of Councilman Herman Barter the job of city engi¬ 
neer was declared open as of October 1 and it was moved that 
an engineer be secured “that will keep us up to date.” 

At the same time, on file with City Clerk Lawrence Brain was 
the resignation of Reynolds who has served as city attorney for 
more than two years. 

It was not acted upon last Tuesday because it had been receiv¬ 
ed after the Monday noon deadline. It will be placed in the 
agenda for the next Council meeting. 

Reynolds said that he took the step "with considerablef 
regret as I hove enjoyed the work and the associations 
with the City Council, but 1 find that It is taking on In¬ 
creasing omount of time which 1 am unable to devote to 
It because of the demands of my private proctlce." 

He said he hoped to be able to wind up city business 
by the end of October. 

’The firing of Hurley came suddenly, but not without warning. 
There had been rumblings in the City Hall for some time over 
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The mystery of the missing city engineer deepened this week 
as the Ploxming Commission gave its apologies to the public and 
blamed its muddled state of affairs on a lack of engineering odd. 

The Commission wasn’t exactly sure what it should do about 
the continued absence of City Engineer Joseph Hurley, who was 
termed “a walking engineering office.” 

But Councilman Herman Barter, who sits on the Commission 
as the Council’s representative, suggested that the Council Itself 
be prodded into action. 

“A lack of engineering service has snarled up the Commission’s 
works,” Frank Spencer, who last week stepped down as president 
of the Commission, declared. 

So he made the motion, with kibitzers’ help, which called on 
Secretary Webster Vannler to Inform the Council that: 

"The Planning Commission is unable to function because 

of the lack of engineering advice and the Council is asked 

to take steps to furnish this service." 

The whole thing came up as Harold Spears presented a sub¬ 
division map to the Commission. He explained that the map was 
“as complete as possible under the circumstances.”

The men of the 
local FIRE DEPARTMENT are 
asking the residents and the 
SIERRA MADRE NEWS to "get 
in’’ wholeheartedly to help 
lower this terrific amount of 
fire loss. 

Householders are asked to 
look for the Underwriters ap¬ 
proved articles of electricity, 
fuses, fire protection equip¬ 
ment. gas and oil appliances, 
cleaning fluids and you will 
be protected from faulty manu¬ 
facture. Articles may bear the 
words "Underwriters Labora¬ 
tories Inc., Inspected.” This is 
an approved article. Other la¬ 
bels that will assure safety is 
that of the Pasadena and Los 
Angeles Fire Department, who 
have expert inspectors for the 
sole purpose of thinning out 
weak appliances and other 
dangerous fire hazards. 

Matches should be kept in 
a covered metal box away 
from childrens’ hands. No in¬ 
flammable decorations or. cos¬ 
tumes-should be used at chil¬ 
drens’ parties, or for holiday 
decorations. Do not use in¬ 
flammable liquids at any time 
for cleaning purposes. 

Keep a supply of 15 ampere 
fuses on hand to replace one 
that has burned out. If it in¬ 
sists on blowing out, call an 
electrician Immediately. Then- 
is a reason that may cause 
serious trouble if not corrected. 
'The SIERRA MADRE NEWS 
will list many reasons of fire. 
Do your part in preventing fire.

action brought by the district 
attorney’s office In an effort 
to close down all burning 
dumps, was the legal problem 
of whether or not municipali¬ 
ties can be controlled under 
the Air Pollution Control Act 
established by the state legis¬ 
lature last year. 

Its effect In Sierra Modre 
wiU be felt immediately in 
the city treasury. To coeer 
the additional cost of haul- 
in? rubbish to a cut and cov¬ 
er dump near Duarte, the 
Council established an extro 
$3500 in this year's budget 
If the city can get through 
the year by burning here, this 
omount will be saved. If it 
can't, this additionol amount 
won't cover the hauling 
costs. 

Reynolds warned that any 
burning will have to be done 
with care. Heavy smoke, a lot 
of fly ash or a big blaze might 
result in further court action 
on the basis of nuisance. 

The dump was originally 
closed after the district attor¬ 
ney’s office hailed the city In¬ 
to court on a show cause order.

It was generally conceded, 
however, that if Monrovia and 
Whittier dumps do not consti¬ 
tute nuisances, then the Sierra 
Madre dump—angel white by 
comparison—is in the clear.

"It is obvious that air is 
bound to be polluted to an ex¬ 
tent. The people cannot de¬ 
mand that it be entirely pure. 
We can’t close down every in¬ 
dustry. 

"We must approach this 
problem in a practical man¬ 
ner, and it will take time.’’ 

But to add further confusion 
to the entire dumping problem, 
the Duarte Chamber of Com¬ 
merce announced that it would 
fight before a County Regional 
Planning Commi.sslon zoning 
board hearing on October 14 
an application of Ben Kazar¬ 
ian to permanently operate a 
cut and cover dump there. 

It is to this dump that Si¬ 
erra Madre carts its burnables. 
Should It be closed and the 
city dump clo.sed for burning 
no dump site would be avail¬ 
able.

“I drove up and 
down Sierra Madre Boulevard today looking for a beautiful 
building, and I didn’t find one. 

“We are small, but let’s not be too small. Let us think of the 
future. 

"There isn’t a decent place in Sierra Madre to have a fine con¬ 
cert or lecture. We need something, and this is our opportunity. 
“If that is the spot they want, let them have It.” 

The question of whether or not the Council had pre¬ 
viously authorized a lease with the state for the Park 
property was raised, and it was answered by ex-Council- 
man Don Jackson. 

City Clerk Lawrence Brain, under questioning, admit¬ 
ted writing a letter to the state saying that the Council 
was prepared to sign a lease. Authority, he said, come 
from a Monday night star chamber session of the CounciL 

Jackson, who was in the audience, said that when It first came 
up it was brought out that there wasn’t adequate space on the 
water land because of the need for spreading operations, and 
the Park area looked like the only thing. 

It was conceded, however, that this did not constitute a com¬ 
mitment on the part of the Council.

the possibility of declaring the job open because of the apparent 
inadequacy of a part time engineering service. 

Dissatisfaction has been expressed both by the Council and the 
Planning Commission. 

As soon as Hurley left the Council chambers after hearing the 
motion. Barter moved that Water and Streets Superintendent 
H. W. Brodbe named assistant city engineer at a salary of $50 
a month. This will be in addition to his present salary, for full 
time work of $350 a month.

So Reynolds went to search Return from Beach Home 
the front office.

The Commission pointed out 
that it would have to write to 
the City Council asking that it 
write to City Engineer Hurley 
and request that he get in 
touch with Spears. 

"I don't think it will do 
any good/' Barter said. He 
then explained that at a spe- 
ciol meeting of the Council, 
called for a time when Hur¬ 
ley could be present (Satur¬ 
day afternoon), the city en¬ 
gineer was asked to supply 
street information but that 
he "hasn't been heard from." 

To further complicate mat¬ 
ters, Reynolds insisted that the 
map submitted by Spears was 
a “tentative map” because 
Spears had allegedly with¬ 
drawn a previous map. 

Spears countered, however, 
by saying that it hadn’t been 
withdrawn and that the tenta¬ 
tive papers were in the posses¬ 
sion of the elusive Mr. Hurley.

As the meeting opened Mrs.

“Your attention Is called to 
the arboretum itself in rela¬ 
tion to traffic problems. The 
largest volume of visitors to 
the Arboretum must, because 
of geographical conditions, 
originate south of the arbore¬ 
tum. The mountains on the 
north will forever block any 
great portion of our population 
living to the north of the ar¬ 
boretum. Any entrance to the 
arboretum should be placed to 
facilitate the easy flow of traf¬ 
fic, the bulk of which will 
come from the south. 

“It has been suggested that 
with the opening of Baldwin 
avenue from Hunting1;on drive 
to Colorado, certain plans be 
made for b e a u t if i cation of 
Baldwin avenue through the 
planting of trees and shrubs, 
as recommended by the ar¬ 
boretum committee. This will 
provide a most fitting and 
proper direct approach to the 
arboretum, which we are led 
to believe will probably be the 
finest in the world.” 


Opening of 
Baldwin to 
South Urged 


The Immediate completion of 
Baldwin Avenue through to Si¬ 
erra Madre from Huntington 
Drive has been urged by the 
West Arcadia Business Assoc¬ 
iation. In a letter to their 
Chamber of Commerce, atten¬ 
tion was called to the need of 
diverting traffic. 

“As you know, Baldwin ave¬ 
nue has been designated on 
county maps a.s a future main 
artery. The county just recent¬ 
ly purchased certain rights-of- 
way south of its present ter¬ 
minus, with future plans of 
connecting Baldwin avenue 
with Ramona Freeway, now In 
process of evolvement. 

“The plans for Baldwin ave¬ 
nue as designated on the coun¬ 
ty map, call for widening and 
extending to the city of Sierra 
Madre, c o n n e c ting Baldwin 
avenue, now open from Foot¬ 
hill to down-town Sierra Mad¬ 
re. This matter is of grave im¬ 
port to the proper development 
of Arcadia. Our interest at the 
moment, however, is the im¬ 
mediate completion of Bald¬ 
win avenue from Huntington 
drive to Colorado. An astound¬ 
ing thing, as far as we can 
determine by a study of coun¬ 
ty maps, is that this area, 
which now has no through ar¬ 
tery, is the largest inhabited 
area in the county without a 
traffic artery bisecting It. This 
of course Is now building up 
traffic congestion at many 
points In adjacent areas. 

"Any further development of 
the arboretum, adding traffic 
congestion to that of the Turf 
Club, should Impel the Im¬ 
mediate completion of Baldwin 
avenue as planned. 

“The urgency of this matter 
is aggrevated by the fact that 
within a week or two, according 
to my information, the loca¬ 
tion of the gate to the arbore¬ 
tum will be definitely decided 
upon. Residents of the proper¬ 
ty adjacent to the arboretum 
want heavy traffic related to 
the arboretum diverted to prop¬ 
er heavy traffic channels, away 
from their scenic, residential 
streets, which certainly were 
never Intended for fast through
